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City Council Takes Final Action 


On Hospital Funds 


The Elba City Council met Tuesday 
night and finalized the action of 
furnishing $75,000 a year to finance the 
expansion work at the local hospital and 
nursing home. The final vote on the 
ordinance to commit the funds saw all 
five councilmen voting for the project 
and the mayor voting against it and 
arguing hard against committing that 
amount of money. 


The Ordinance (which is published 
in this issue of The Elba Clipper,] 
promises to supply $75,000 a year to

The soonest he can 
do this by Alabama law is next Tuesday, 
May 13.

help the hospital board repay a 
two-million dollar, 5%, loan from the 
Federal government. 


Dr, James Clay, a local dentist, was 
present at the meeting and voiced 
support of the action. He told Folsom 
and the members of the Council, *'l 
knew this matter of the hospital and 
nursing home expansion was coming 
up, and I support the action.’ He noted 
that folks had worked for this, and ‘‘l 
hope to see it go forward.’’ No one else 
was present to speak on the matter. 


The other confusing, divided issue 
was a vote on giving funds to the school 
for use by the band. Last year $500 was 
donated and a motion was made by 
Councilman Jimmy Wise to give the 
same amount. Councilman Waylon 
Sharpless seconded this, as well as an 
amendment to give $300, made by 
Councilman Cleo Hawkins. An amend- 
ment was also offered by Councilman 
D.M. English to give $100 and was 
seconded by Councilman Charles 
Kennett. 


The amendment to give $100 failed 
on a 3-2 vote, as did the $300 
amendment. The $500 original motion 
vote was Hawkins, Sharpless and Wise - 
yes; while English and Kennett were 
joined by Folsom in voting no. After 
checking the legality of Folsom's yote, it 
was determined that the motion died 
and no funds will be given to the school 
board for help to the band. 


Two-hour parking was discussed, 
and Folsom promised to have the signs 
up by Friday. Congested parking on the 
lower end of Claxton was brought up by 
Kennett. He was promised this would 
be controlled. 


Howard Sherrer was present at the 
meeting and asked Folsom when he was 
going to do the drainage work he had 
promised on Ann Street. After a 
lengthy discusssion between the two, 
Folsom said, ‘‘We are going to get 
started tomorrow if the grader operator 
is off the sick list by tomorrow.” 


Bills totaling over $17,000 were 
approved after councilmen complained 
about the continuing high bills. 
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Electric Rates Go Up 12% 


In Elba Immediately 


Utility rates will increase in Elba 
effective with the next bill. The 
increase will be 12%, according to 
action taken by the Elba Water & 
Electric Board at a recent meeting. It is 
to offset a 15% wholesale increase 
recently approved by the Alabama 
Electric Coop.to all members. The 
increase went into effect on May 1, said 
Charles Lowman, General Manager of 
AEC, 

Also affected will be homes served 
by Covington Electric Coop, though no 
exact increase has been announced by 
the rural co-op. 

Lowman stated, ‘‘We regret very 
much the necessity for this increase. 
However, it is only the ‘bare bones’ 
minimum amount required just to 
partially offset the impact of the many 
increases in costs we are experiencing. 
It is necessary if we are to be able to 
continue in business.”’ 

Lowman stated that AEC is faced 
with almost constanty escalating costs 
on many fronts. 


**Coal, our major fuel, has increased 
from $9 per to. in 1970, to $40 per ton 
today. Our interest rates were only 7 to 
8 percent a few years ago, but today we 
are having to pay as much as 14 percent 
for long-term financing, and 19 to 20 
percent on short-term financing,’’ he 
said. 

“Governmental regulations dre 
also adding tremendously to the cost of 
power,’’ Lowman emphasized. ‘Over 
$40 millioa of the cost of new generation 
capacity recently added at AEC's 
Tombigbee Plant -- more than 17 
percent-- went to install required 
environmental protection equipment. It 
will cost over $1,000,000 per year to 
operate that equipment, but the equip- 
ment will not add a single KWH of 
electricity to the plant out-put!’’ 

Lowman also cited the increase in 
fixed costs associated with the $235 
million investment AEC has recently 
made at its Tombigbee Plant, near 
Jackson, Al., as a factor affecting power 
rates. 


School Board Hears 


Principal’s Report 


On Teachers Rehiring 


The Elba City School Board met 
Tuesday afternoon at 5 p.m. with all 
members present and voting. The main 
order of business was a report from 
each of the principals recommending 
the teachers to be rehired for the next 
year. A motion was unanimously 
approved to accept the recommenda- 
tions of the principals. The Board met 
in executive session to discuss personal- 
ities and/or reasons some teachers may 
not be rehired next year. 


In other action the Board approved 
the monthly bills, discussed the siatus 
of the plans for new construction at the 
high school, and approved a proposal 
with the Coffee County Board of 
Education for their system to take care 
of schooling for the severely handicap- 
ped students in the Elba School system. 


they had been doing this under Project 
Independence which is losing the 
Federal funding. It will cost the Elba 
system over $18,000 plus transportation 
to school each day; but Superintendent 
Elmer Taylor explained to the Board 
that this was cheaper than trying to set 
up the special facilities and help to 
supply the schooling locally, 


The school calendar for next year 
was approved with school set to open on 
August 25 and end May 28, . 


All teachers not on tenure will 
receive letters before school is out 
saying they will not be rehired next 
year. This is a formality, and hiring will 
begin immediately after the Alabama 
Legislature approves the education 
budget.

We'll start with ‘‘Miss’’ 
Dovie and tell you about her 
first -- as we visited mostly 
with her and she did the 
talking for BOTH of them. 
She said she was staying in 
the nursing home only ‘‘to 
help them with my husband 
and until he gets better -- 
then I'm leaving!”’ 


Miss Dovie, if you hap- 
pen to know her, LIKES TO 
TALK - like some more folks 
we know (starting with Yours 
Truly)!

She was one of several 
brothers and sisters, includ- 
ing one half-brother and one 
half-sister. 


The way we understand it 
(and we hope this is correct -- 
if it isn’t, rest assured that 
Miss Dovie will certainly 
correct it whenever we next 
see her! Hal) Miss Dovie’s 
mother married a Mr. Tom 
Holley from around the Kin- 
ston Community. 


Mr. Holley was a pros- 
erous businessman and 
armer, and upon his death, 
he left his wife several 
hundred acres of land, and 
cattle near Kinston. Mrs. 
Holley returned to her home 

town in Florida, and later 
remarried. As stated before, 
Mr. Powell, too, was born 
and reared in the same 
communities as his wife, and 
shortly after their marriage, 
they moved back to Kinston 
where Mr. Powell became a 
farmer. The only other 
surviving child is Mrs. 
Wilburn (Minnie) Hair who 
makes her home in Kinston.

Miss Dovie couldn’t say 
enough kind and loving 
remarks about her mother, 
but among those she said, 
these are remembered: 
‘She was a Christian woman 
- she was a good mother - a 
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good woman -- she was good 
to EVERYBODY .. her has 
ily, her friends, strangers - - 
if ANYBODY needed ANY- 
THING, she'd divide with 
them!" 


She told us her maternal 
grandmother lived to be 105 
years old. (Perhaps that is 
why she said she was ‘‘only 
86"’ -- compared to 105, 86 1S 


retty spry!) Among her 
avorite memories of her 
grandmother, she remem-. 


bers combing her long, black 
hair which hung way below 
her waist; her grandmother 
requesting Miss Dovie to 
light her corncob pipe for 
her; and she said, EVERY 
morning, her gtandmother 
would eat musta and 
onions for breakfast. When 
asked if this was raw, she 
said, ‘‘No, she poured gravy 
over it -- hot grease gravy.” 
We then asked Miss Dovie if 
she thought that was the 
secret of her grandmother's 
longevity, and she replied, 
“Well, I don’t really know 
about that, but she took good 
care of herself, and she used 
to walk lots. She'd walk 
three miles to one of her 
son's houses every Saturday 
night.’’ 


Miss Dovie proudly in- 
formed us that she was a 
sharpshooter. Said she, 
“I'm a sharpshooter -- when 
Ma and Pa went to town, 
he'd leave his double-barrel- 
‘ed ‘‘breech-loader” and pis- 
tols at home and tell us NOT 
to use them, but Minnie and 
I would shoot them and use 
up all the ammunition shoot- 
ing birds; and when Pa got 
back from town, he'd get 
onto the boys -- Gus, Ollie, 
Trude and Dan (some of her 
brothers) and the others for 
shootin’ 'em! Bat it was me 
and Minniel’’ When asked if 
the brothers ever told on 
them, she laughed dnd said, 
“They never did let him 
know it was us!'’ This little 
story was related with a 
twinkling of her eyes and 
several chuckles, as the 
telling of it evoked pleasant 
memories for her. 


A time when Miss 
Dovie’s sharpshooting came 
in handy was the night she 
heard a male voice at her 
window say, ‘Let me in,” 
and she replied, ‘Just a 
minute,’’ --and -- well, let 
her tell it: ‘‘I stuck my hand 


out the window and J let him 


have all 6 barrels! I didn’t 
hear him come up but I heard 
him as he was a-leaving, and 
he was gruntin’, ‘uh, uh, 
uh!’ and I hollered out the 
window, ‘come back and I'll 
give you some more’!’’, This 
tale was punctuated with 
gales of laughter and knee- 
slapping by Miss Dovie, and 
on OUR behalf, too! Spunky, 
she is, too, we gather, 


When asked about 
Christmas, she said, ‘Yes, I 
always had a good Christmas 


-- we'd have fruit and dolls 
and some more toys. That’s 
one thing I can say, I’ve 
always had what I needed -- 
had too much, I reckon, But, 
it didn’t make a fool of me -- 
we acted just like paupers! 
And, if we saw anybody who 
needed help, we'd help ’em 
-- put ’em in the car and take 
“em to town and buy ’em 
clothes. Cecil (her son who 
was a preacher until his 
death) would, too,”’ 


Miss Dovie is married to 
Mr. Marvin Parrish, who was 
born and reared around 


Kinston, She said Mr. 
Parrish was ‘‘around 90 
years old.’’ 


His parents were Will, 
who was a farmer, and Ella 
Jones Parrish. About her 
mother-in-law, Miss Dovie 
said, “‘She was a real good 
woman - a fine lady,”’ 


Mr. Parrish had several 
brothers and sisters; two are 
still living -- a brother, 
Clyde, a resident of Missis- 
sippi, and a sister, Fleeta, 
who lives in Flomaton, And, 
we could write a page on 
F rac Fleeta -- all 
complimentary things, about 
how, after her husband's 
death, she took over the 
‘family store and managed it, 
making a good living, etc., 
but we won't - as this is 
about Mr. and Mrs. Parrish 
themselves. But, as we told 
you in the beginning, Miss 
Dovie’s a talker! 


Mr. Parrish has been a 
farmer all his life.

FINALLY 

Buford Reeves of the 
Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment and I had an opportu- 
nity last Wednesday to check 
closely on pork retail prices.

If you notice a pine or two 
dead or dying in your area, 
look for the pitch tubes on 
the trunk of the tree. These 
pitch tubes will usually 
appear as balls of pine resin 
about the size of a pencil 
eraser. 

If you see one or two of 
these pitch tubes, check your 
pines more often. However, 
if they become numerous, 
the tree will usually die 
withing a few weeks. By 
spraying with some of the 
recommended materials, you 
can prevent the spread of 
this bark beetle to other 
trees. 


If you have a problem 
with beetles in your farm 
timberlands or those pine 
trees around your home, Call 
Wayne Roberts at the Forest 
Ranger's office or call us and 
we will outline a way to 
prevent the damage. 


ELECTRICITY WITH

Soil Conservation News 


“OUR SOIL IS A WATER 
RESERVOIR” 
Did you know that an inch 
of rainfall on an acre of land 
equal to about 27,000 
gallons of water? Millions of 
gallons of water land on the 
earth each second as rainfall. 
Soil which is lovated at the 
junction between air and a 
earth acts as a traffic director 
for rain, directing what 
amount should runoff and 
what should enter. About 
one-fourth of the rainfall 
runs off into streams, lakes 
and rivers. The remaining 
three-fourths enters the soil. 
Waters’ attraction to soil 
is similar to the attraction of 
water and glass and causes 
water to absorbed water in 
large quantities, requiring 
nabout 500 pounds of water 
for each pound of plant 
growth. The large water 
capacity of the soil and the 
large demands of plants 
results in about two-thirds of 
the precipation being 
disposed through evapo- 
transpiration (evaporation 
from plant leaves and the 
soil). Plant roots are very 
well distributed throughout 
the soil and can effectively 
remove large quantities of 
water within the root zone. 
It will surprise you how 
much water you use each 
day. On the average day, just 
for household and general 
needs, each of us use about 
150 gallons. This is about 
1200 pounds of water a day. 
If on the other hand, we 
consider the water needs of 
plants to produce food, the 
amount increases many 
times. 


Lets consider the amount 
of water needed to produce a 
loaf of bread. To do this we 
need to make assumptions 
that appear justified. Plants 
use about 500 pounds of 
water to produce a pound of 
plant dry matter and a typical 
grain plant is about one-half 
grain. The remainder of the 
plant makes up about one- 
half the weight to the plant. 
Then if one pound of wheat

grain is needed to make a 
loaf of bread, 1000 (S00 x 2) 
pounds of water be trans- 
pired to produce the grain to 
make the flour for a loaf of 
bread weighting one pound, 

So you see, the soil as a 
collector and storer of water 
plays of vital role in our lives, 
Soil that is adequately pro- 
tected by some type of cover 
crop slows down runoff and 
increases the amount of 
water entering the soil. For 
more information about soil 
and water contact your 
county Soil Conservation 
Service office.

Speech and Language 
Pathologist, Mrs. Sonja 
Helms, of the Elba City 
Schools, lists some guide- 
lines parents may use in 
determining if their child's 
speech and hearing is devel- 
oping properly: 

By 6 months, infants 
should be making sounds, 
looking in the direction of 
noises and voices, and smil- 
ing when spoken to; 

At 8 months, babies 
shonld he eeneating connds 
and syllables and directing 
their voices and gestures 
toward objects; 

At 2 years, a child should 
understand differences in 
word meanings and be using 
two or three-word sentences. 

Mrs, Helms advises par- 
ents to pay close attention to 
their child, so that they may 
detect any problem in hear- 
ing, speech and language 
development. If any disorder 
is suspected, the parent may 
want to seek help. 

Mrs. Helms says if any 
child appears to have a 
speech, language, and/or 
hearing problem, and is not 
presently receiving help, par- 
ents are asked to contact her 
at the Elba City Schools, or 
write Wiregrass Speech and 
Hearing Association, 813 S.
